Hitler’s Decree? 


Hitler is reported to have signed a decree that all 
Jews must be cleared out of Europe before the end 
of the war 

The task of doing so has been given to Eichmann, 
a leading figure m the Gestapo, who comes irom 
Palestine-——where his pacents setfled after the tast 
war. Exschmann was the real organiser of the Jewish 
persecution in Denmark, which still continues 
in one case Gestapo officers forced their way initio 
a Danish church where Jews were sheltering, and 
arrested them ail. 

Jews continue to escape across the narrow straits 
to Sweden. One small ship arrived with 200 packed 
in the hold. 

Sixteen refugees set out bul their boat soon cap- 
sized. Three were drowned, the others were taken 
to hospital. Next day a “policeman” called to say 
that he had orders to take charge of the 13 who had 
tried to escape. He took them to another boat 
which was waiting to carry them to Sweden 

An escaping totor-boat, without lights and carry- 
ing 28 people, was rammed by a Swedish patrol boat 
A man, a woman, and three children were drowned 

lt is reported from Berlin that more moderate 
leaders in the Nazi party are making cflorts to have 
Danish Jews interned in their own country insicad 
of deported to slaughter-houses in the East. 

Danish King's Protests ignored

Arvid Fredborg, formerly Berlin correspondent of 
the Swedjsh newspaper Svenska Daacataper, who 
was only recermtly turned out of Berlin, has described 
life in Germany in his book, “ Behind the Stee!

Bioch, the President and: Vice-President respectively 
of the Emergency Committee : Rabbi Eliezer Silver, 
the President of the Agudas [srac! Organisation of 
America ; Rabbi Wolf Gold, the Honorary President 
of the Mizrachi Organisation of America: and Rabbi 
Solomon M. Fricdman, 
of Grand Rabbis of the United States. 

These leaders of the Rabbinate represent all shades 
of opinion of American Orthodox Jewry and claim 
to speak on behalf of nearly three million American 
Jews of Affiliated Congregations throughout the 
United States of America.

these were the two cammunities upon whose 
shoulders had fallen the greatest weight of this most 
terrible of all ‘wars. 

The Nazis, said Dr. Mallon. had brought the lie 
fo ths cowntry that the Jews had controlled the 
British press, their banking system, their politics. 
and that Jews were. in every strategic position. It 
was not only.a Diatant, bot an obvious lic. In the 
press there was not Gne great Jew, in the banking 
world there was only one great Jew; and in politics 
there was not, perhaps, a sitwle great Jew. He 
wished there were. He imagined that their politics 
would be al! the better for the stimulation it would 
derive from a Jewish element. But this lic went about 
the world and did its work, and as a result ‘of it. 
Jews had been killed, robbed, scattered, and 
‘annihilated 

“1 stand. before you,” said Dr. Mallon, “ as I 
think every Gentile should do, m dust and ashes. 
ft don't want to be found in the same field as Hitler, 
and the thought that he is a Gentile makes me 
desirous of moving away from that ———— (the rest 
of Dr. Malion’s sentence was drowned in the cheer- 
ing that followed iti. 

If, he said, there was any grace in their Christian 
Churches. if any good could come out of the 
Gentes. they owed it to the Jews after the war to do 
what they could to stertitse the workd agaist the 
anti-Semitic germ. They would not be decent people 
unless they did that 

Ma. Cocks, M.P.. spoke of the hundreds of 
thousands of Jews who were working night and day 
in Russia in the labour front and in the front hnes. 
Quoting from the book published by the Jewish 
Fund for Soviet Russia, entitled “ Admiration is 
Not Enough ° he said that 10,000 Russian Jews had 
been awarded high decorations for distinguished 
gallantry in the field. He had heard i said that 
Jews. were not fighting in the war. This book gave 
the lie to that foul calumny and proved that Jews 
in Russia and elsewhere—or there were over 50,000 
of them fighting in the British service—in valour, 
endurance, and military genius, had inherited the 
courage and the incomparable spirit of Joshua. 
David, and the Maccabeans. (Appiausc.) 

Praoressor Bropersxy, in the course of a survey 
of the tragic position of the Jewish people, said that 
he well remembered nearly a year ago when he 
could. not get a speaker on behalf-of the British 
Government to speak at a mecting to protest against 
the murder of Jews on the Continent. (Cries of 
* Shame! “) He was not attacking the Govern- 
ment. Perhaps this country was still suffering from 
that poison of anti-Semitism which was death to the 
Jew, but equally death to civilisation. That was 
what they had got to realise once and for all. He 
hoped that they would soon get rid of this danger 
in. this country and in all parts of the world, and he 
hoped that civilisation would in one respect copy 


Russia and make anti-Semitism a crime against - 


humanity. (Applause.) 

Professor Brodetsky also mentioned indignantly 
the fact that in a broadcast, a Jewish Chaplain (he 
was referring to Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz) was not 
allowed to speak of Palestinian Jews but only of 
“ Palestinians ” and he asked, “ Where is the Jewish 
Army? Why are the Jews. of Palestine sent to fight 
under other names so that no one may know they 
are Jews?” (Cries of “ Shame!) 

The speaker made a strong appeal for support for 
the Jewish Fund for Soviet Russia.

ALIEN INTERNEES AND 
SERVICE SCHEME 


Home Secretary Re-Examining 
Procedure 


Mr, W. Gallacher (Com., West Fife) asked the 
Home Secretary in the House of C 
whether he had considered a ictier from some 
internees at C P., isle of Man, with rd to 
them registering for work, and what action pro- 
posed taking. Mr. Morrison replied “ Yes,” and 
sent Mr. Gallacher a copy of his reply to the letter. 

The letter in Gucsuon was writen on July 17 by Mr. 
Bender in his capacity as captain of “ P camp end referred 
te the regards applications for release to 
undertake work of national importesnce. which was intro- 
Gaced in March of year and is known as the “ 1.18.” 


Under this. internecs could obtain (from the Ministry of 
Labour representative) and sign the aew form of application 
@® undertake such work. If this was dome all the fects of 
the applicant's case were then reviewed and consideration 
given the guestions whether be could be released for 
work in aid of the war cfon of the United Nations and 
whether H was likely that sultabic work cowld be found for 
him. Uf these questions are deckied in the affirmative the 
applicam its then rcieased without waiting for employment to 
be actually found, end after release be & placed in work 
through the appropriate Employment Lachangc. 

“ There was nothing in the new procedure.” said the 
Under-Secretary s reply to Mr. Bender. “to warram this 
inference that an infernce would only be allowed to sign 
the sew form of application if and when the Home Office 
had decided that on bis stening hic release would 
matically be authorised. or that the overwhciming majority 
of those who siened would be reicascd 

“As the other represemations made 
Bender's letter. the Under-Secretary of State has to point 
out that the intermmenm of aliens of cnemy nationality in 
time of war is a reeretiable but onaveidabic measure of 
preventive security. it docs not necessarily involve any- 
thing in the nature of « Charge of accusation. and thefe 
is no ground for supposing thal failure to scowre release 
duc to «a8 internee not having learned of of not having 
been given thc’ opportunity of dealing with alicgations of 
suspicions against him 

“Tt is fo comtinue the arrangements wader 
which imterrecs are personally interviewed by offictals acting 
on bebalf of the Hame Office if thts couree seems Wikely to 
throw fresh on thelr cases.” 

The Home Secretary. in a covering note dated September 
1? to. Mr. Gallacher enclosing the correspondence. adds 
that he ie the procedure onder which an 
internec has hitherto been reguired to indicate willingncss 
undertake work of national importance before decision 
on the question of his release is reached 


MR. MORRISON ON PALESTINE 
Why Self-Government is Denied 


Speaking on British Imperial policy to the Anglo- 
American Press Association in London last week, 
the Home Secretary, Mr. Herbert Morrison, dealt 
with the question of self-government in various parts 
of the British Empire. He included Palestine in Sis 
remarks on places which have not yet achieved 
self-government, and said that it was not GOrcat 
Britain's fault that there was no self-government 
there. 

“You cannot—vyet—have self-government im 
Palestine,”’- he declared. “ It is -not Britain who 
forbids, but Arab-Jewish diffcrences. 

Mr. Morrison, in another part of the same speech, 
said that many critics of the British Empire, both 
here and abroad, were thirty or forty years ow of 
date with their information. He did vot, apparentiy, 
specify whether this included criticism of Palestine 
policy—nor of his own information on that subject.

TAKING STOCK IN THE 
YISHUV 
- Third War-Time Conference 
FINANCES AND SELF-DEFENCE 


Hundreds of delegates, including representatives 
of all Zionist parties, as well as thousands of s, 
attended the Third Annual War-Time Zionist 
Conference in Palestine, sponsored by the Keren 
Hayesod, which was held last week in Tel-Aviv..- 

Ma. Davip Bew Guaton, Chairman. of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency, in his political 
survey, emphasised that the White Paper was the 
front of the blindness which had descended on Great 
Britain and the democracies at a time when they 
believed it possible to eliminate the danger of Hitler 
throughTappeasement. But the White Paper would 
not disappear of its Own volition, without determined 
efforts on the part of the Jews. 

After declaring that the future could be viewed 
with greater optimism, he dwelt particularly on the 
need for a large new settlement project in the very 
near future, especially in the frontier areas. Prepara- 
tions, he stressed, must be made now for large-scale 
post-war immigration. 

Me. Karian, Treasurer of the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency, gave an extensive survey of 
the financial and cconomic conditions of Palestinc. 
He stated that the Yishuv's agricultural output had 
expanded by 50 per.cent. since the war began, whiic 
the industrial effort had been even greater and 
exports to the neighbouring countries had increased 
considerably. Of the total of £22,000,000 which had 
poured into Palestine during the war, £15,000,000 
came from Jews. 

‘The revenue of the national Funds in the four war- 
years had approximated £8,000,000, while the Jewish 
Agency receipts during the year 5703 had amounted 
to £1,500,000, 60 per cent. of which had been fur- 
nished by the Keren Hayesod. Over £400,000 had 
been spent on. settlement, while 16 per cent. of their 
revenues had been allocated for immigration. = * 


Estimated Badget of £1,800,000 


Mr. Kaplan stated that in the coming year he was 
roposing a Jewish Agency budget of £1,800,Q00. 

Readies that when he assumed the treasurership 
a decade ago the budget had been £180,000, he said 
that the coming budget would be devoted particu- 
larly to new settlement in difficult outlying regions. 
Possibilities existed of helping and saving Jews. in 
Europe, to which purpose substantial amounts would 
be allocated. 

Rane J. L. 
and the Keren Hayesod, He complained that the 
incident with the refugee children from Teheran was 
being used as a peetext by some orthodox circles 
to undermine the activities of the Keren Hayesod 
His own name had been besmirched in tis campaign. 
He protested against accusations that the Keren 
Hayesod was not concerned with the intereests of 
orthodox Jews, and he gave examples showing whai 
the Fund had actually done for orthodox Jewry and 
in the way of religious education. 

De. Emit Sumorak gave an outline of the prospects 
for future development, and laid special emphasis on 
industry in the Jewish Agency's economic policy. 
Among thei? demands from the democratic world in 
the post-war new order should be, in order to help 
industrial development, an international loan. At 
the same time, the national Funds would have to be 
increased. and the deposits of the Yishuv im local 
banks, amounting to £50,000,000, be used for invest- 
ment. It would also be the immediate task of the 
Zionist Movement and the Jewish Agency to organise 
among American and British Jewry a campaign to 
encourage investment in Palestine on a large scalc. 

The peaceful. intentions of the Jewish population 
of Palestine were stressedby Mra. Mosne SHearox, 
head of the Political Department of the Jewish 
Agency. At the same time, he emphasised the 
readiness of the Yishuv to defend itself in the case 
of attack. 

Expressing indignation at the recent Wave of 
anti-Zionist slander and the dragging down of the 
name of Jewry, Mr. Shertok said that “the Yishuv 
has never provoked anybody, neither the Arabs nor 
the Government, but the Yishuv. has always replied 
and will continue to: reply to war with war. We 
indignantly and contemptuously refute the ridiculous 
allegation that we are arming -ourseives not for 
defence, but for attack, and that we seek an atmed 
solution of the problem created by the White Paper. 
But should we be faced with a fait accompli, should 
immigration be stopped, and should we be handed 
ever to the rule of an Arab majority, then we shall 
not be responsible for what may happen. We shall 
make a firm stand to protect our lives.” 

This statement was received by the assembly with 
loud and prolonged cheers. 


Believe in British Justice 


“We are, however,” Mr. Shertok continued, ‘stil 
very far from such a situation. We still note [nendly 
currents among the British people and we = still 
continue to believe in British justice. It is for two 
reasons that we have come to Palestine: to be free 
and to be large in numbers. The White Paper 
attempts to deprive us of both. We did noi come to 
Palestine as conquerors, but with the vision of 

ace, civilisation, and work: Those who believe 
in a solution of our problem by establishing a fixed 
numerical proportion between Arabs and Jews are 
mistaken. This is a question of our very life, and in 
this we cannot make any copcessions.” ; 

Touching upon the problem of an Arab Federation, 
Mr. Shertok said they did not scorn such a conception, 
provided that it did not sirangle the Yishuv. They 
wanted to have the feeling that in Palestine they were 
living in a Jewish country. 

“Our best reply to malicious allegations,” Mr. 
Shertok concluded, “is ever-increasing enlistment in 
the armed forces until final victory is achieved.” 

Ma. Isaac Gaupnaaum paid high tribute to the 
Swedish Government for its readiness to grant 
asylum to the Jews of Denmark. “One can casily 
see.” he said, “that if other countries were sincere in 
their wish to rescue Jews, they could find a way.”

trial that the Jews who had volunteered for the 
British Forces and who, when fighting in the Western 
Desert, in Greece, Crete, Libya, and elsewhere, were 
never mentioned as Jews but were lumped together 
as Palestinians—these Jews, it had been said, were 
a canker in the military organism in the Middle East. 
~ These slanders against the Yishuv, the Jewish 
Agency, Hagana, and the Histadrut were made with 
a view to preventing the cssential revision of the 
harmful policy of the White Paper, which had not 
even yielded the opportunistic results for which its 
authors had hoped. Renewed justification was now 
being sought for the White r, and the trial was 
a deliberate attempt to induce hatred against 
the Jews, and vice versa, in order to avert the revival 
of England's pro-Zionist policy. 

Every Jew agreed with one passage contained in 
the judgment, went on Mr. Ben Gurion—namely, 
that every effort should be exerted for the attainment 
of victory. Jews had no higher object than the 
extermination of Hitler, but the incitement campaign 
conducted against the Jews for several months was 
not cOnnected with any anxiety for the war effort. 
Its real origin arose out of the desire on the part of 


_certain people to bolster up the tottering moral 


foundations of the White Paper issued at the time of 
Munich appeasement. 

The only people in the Middle East who, right from 
the outset, wholeheartedly volunteered in the war 
for democracy, Mr. Ben Gurion stressed, was the 
Yishuv, If there was any [resh eriecntation among 
the Arabs nowadays, it was not as a result of the 
White Paper but because of the victories of the 
Eighth Army. The vilest accusation made in the 
recent trial. was that levelled against the Jewish 
soldicrs—-an accusation comparable only to the 
“ Protocols of the Elders of Zion.” It was stated 
that the Jews only began to take an interest in the 
present war when Rommel stood before E! Alamein 
and the Jews in Palestine feared the cone@=ntration 
camps. This had been declared about the Yishuv 
which spontaneously volunteered for the war effort 
with all the means at its disposal, even before Haly 
entered the war! 


Distortions to Enforce White Paper 
Two ‘distortions had been required in order to 
enforce the White Paper: first, that pro-Nazi forces 
were friends of the Allies and of the United Nations: 
and, secondly, the besmirching of Jewry and Jewish 


soldiers, whose identity was concealed when they 


fought and fell 
of calummnies. 
Referring to Hagana, Mr. Ben Gurion said that it 
was true that such an organisation existed among 
Jewry. lt represented a voluntary effort. by every 
Jewish youth in Palestine. “ Everyone sitting in this 
hall is behind 1,” he said. “ We would be ashamed 
if we were not ready and capable of defending our- 
selves." Hagana came into being together with the 
new Yishuv itself. The Jews could not depend upon 
any other power than their own seff-defence 
“None can deprive us of, nor will the Jews forgo, 
the right of self-defence, just as we will not give up 
the right for a homeland and for our existence,” 
the speaker declared. “ Throughout the. seventy

a single case has occurred of Jewish attack on Arabé. 
There is no other settlement project throughout the 
world which can boast of a similar cledn record. 
We are proud of the purity of our weapons, and 
despite all provocations we shall maintain such 
pugty. The injunction * thou shalt not murder’ is 
far more inherent im the Jewish blood than in any 
other people's in the world. None can teach us 
anything about the sanctity of human life. It is this 
Yishuyv which others are tryiog to depict to British 
and American ¢vyes as a regime of terror. Such 
insinuations bear an echo of the tirades of 
Goebbels.” 
«Threats, concluded Mr Ben Gurion, would not 
influence the Jews to surrender their right to their 
homeland, and they would achieve their redemption 
through building and peaceful development. “ We 
have suffered from evil more than any other people. 
but we continue to believe in the conscience of man- 
kind. We shall demolish the barriers of hatred. and 
our cause will prevail because it is jist and 
umperative.” 
The resolution of protest against the slanders on 
the Yishuv and the*Jewish sokliers was Unanimously 
passed, as was another expressing gratitude to the 
Swedish Government for its humanitarian and 
pronouncement in offcring asylum to 
Danish Jews.

NAZIS KILL JEWS IN ITALY 
Nuremberg Laws Enforced 


Jews in Northern Italy are being massacred by the 
Germans, according to a message received from 
Berne. 

Executions are being carried out with the uimost 
brutality, the message says. Many Jews were shot 
by the Gestapo when trying to escape to Switzerland. 
The bodies of 26 Jews have been found in the woods 
around Lake Maggiore. Similar massacres occurred 
in Turin, Milan, and Bergamo. / 

Mussolini's puppet Government is taking severe 
anti-Jewish measures in German-occupied Italy. 

All Jewish property will be confiscated. No Jew 
will be allowed to trade, follow a profession, or study 
at a university. 

They will be forced to wear a David star and shop 
at specified times. They will not be allowed to leave 
areas near their homes. 


Badaglio to Restore Jewish Rights 


Special legislative measures for the full restora- 
tion of Jewish rights in liberated Italy have been 
announced in an Italian broadcast over the United 
Nations radio. 

The broadcast revealed that on September 22, 
Marshal Badoglio addressed a circular to the pre- 
fects informing them that measures would be taken 
for the repeal of all provisions limiting the exercise 
of civil and political rights of Italian citizens of 
the Jewish race. Marshal Badoglio asked the pre- 
fects to notify provincial authorities and to: give 
this decision the utmost publicity. 


U.S.A. VICE-PRESIDENT’S YOM 
KIPPUR MESSAGE 


A message to Jewish men in the armed forces in 
America and abroad was broadcast on the Occasion 
of Yom Kippur by Mr. Henry A..Wallace, Vice- 
President of the | nited States. 

The American Red Cross arranged for special 
dinners for American Jewish soldiers on the eve of 
Yom Kippur and after the termination of the Fast 
at 6) Red Cross centres in Great Britain. 


JEWISH CHAPLAINS WITH U.S. 
FORCES 

The United States War Department has decwed 
to raise the quota of Jewish Chaplains in the armed 
forces from four to six per cent of the total im the 
Chaplaincy Corps, wt has been announced by 
Brigadier-General William R. Arnold, Chief of 
Chaplains of the. War Department. 

The first Jewish Chaplam to serve with the 
United States Marine Corps, Chaplain Leon Woll 
Rosenberg, has reported for duty at a West Coast 
station. Hitherto Jewish servicemen in the Marines 
have been served by enher Navy Chaplains or 
civilian Rabbis. Chaplain Rosenberg’s appoimtment 
brings the number of Rabbis serving with the armed 
forces to 189, of whom 25 are in the Navy. In 
addition 49 have received ecclesiastical endorse- 
ment from the Committee on Army and Navy 
Religious Activities of the Jewish Welfare Board 
and are awaiting assignment. 

Rabbi Barnett R. Brickner will shorily go over- 
seas on a religious mission to visit Jewish Chaplains 
and Jewish men serving in various theatres of 
operation. The. Rabbi's mission is officially 
authorised by the War Department and he wil! be 
accompanied by a military aidé. 


SHALOM ALEICHEM MUSEUM 
DESTROYED 


When the Russian troops re-entered Pereyasiav 
they found that the Shalom Aleichem Museum had 
been totally destroyed by Nazi vandals. The 
Museum was situated in the house in which the 
great Jewish writer spent his childhood and had 
been mainfained by the Soviet authorities im his 
memory. Mary writers, non-Jewish as well as

R.A.F. RAID VICTIMS IN KOVNO 
GHETTO 


The Deurscns ZeirunNG IN OSTLAND, which is 
published by the German occupation authorities in 
Riga, has announced that large numbers of German 
victims of air raids on Cologne, Bremen, and other 
places were being settied in the “ liquidated ghetto 
of Kovne (Kaunas). This announcement is an 
admission that the Kovpo ghetto no longer exists. 


The well-knewn Jewish industrialist, Max 
Auschoit, together with 56 other persons, has been 
interned. It was alleged that Auschnitt, formerly 
manager of the Resita works, falsely claimed cer- 
tam rights and had attempted to mislead the State 
by unrealisable promises.

Anti-Jewish Ravings to Hide 
Defeat 


Military setbacks for the Axis have invariably 
signals for intensified Jew-baiting propaganda. 
The recent defeats sustained in Russia, in Maly, and 
in the Atlantic have resulted in Goebbels again 
raising the Jewish bogy 
Following the recent heavy air raids on Hanover, 
local newspaper called the R.A.F. and U S.A.AF 
air pirates in the pay of the Jews. A considcrabic 
number of persons, the paper said, had been bombed 
out by Jewish sadists whose aim was to annihilate 
the town. 


Last week, a German broadcast to Italy said that - 


the Dutch Jew Roosevelt had declared that the British 
and Americans proposed to conagucr Rome in order 
to liberate the Vatican and the Pope. At the same 
teme, according to the broadcaster, Rabbi Moses 
Oppenheim declared ai a mecting of his co- 


rehgionists in New York: “ Before long the Head - 


of the Catholic Church will fall into our hands.” 

Another broadcast to Haly, the following day, 
referring to the escaped British prisoners in Italy, 
said that these prisoners are under the orders of 
the Jews of the B.B.C., which is idiotically called 
Radio Synagogue. 

Dire threats were made against the Jews. In a 
further broadcast, the replacement of Amgot by 
Matt is described as the “foul Jewish subter- 
ranean war between the City and Wall Street.” 

A mobile exhibition entitled, “* The Jewish World 
Plaguc,” has been opened in Cracow. A sequence 
of 60 pictorial posters displays “ evidence “ purport- 
ing to show that there can be no peace m the 
world unless the power of Jewry is broken for good. 

The exhibition “ explains * the Jew's actions and 
attitude from his laws, the Talmud, and the sayings 
of the “ Elders of Zion.” Other pictorial posters 
portray the Jew's alleged ways and means to get 
power, together with a mass of similar nonsense. 


THE SALONIKA DEPORTATIONS 
Escaped Jewish Soldiers’ Stories 


Several Jews in the Greek Army who fought im 
Aibania, and recently made them cscape from 
Geeece, have arrived in Cairo. They have given 
fresh details of the Axis persecution of the Jews in 
Greece, writes our Cairo correspondent. ; 

When Salonika was first occupied a number of 
Jews were arrested and thrown into concentration 
camps but they were released shortly afterwards on 
payment of a huge ransom by the Jewish community. 
A few weeks later, however, mass arrests of Jews 
again took place and they were sent to the concentra- 
tion camps. Those who attempted to escape were 
first beaten and then murdered 

On March 14 fast, the Salonika Jewish community 
was notified that its members would.be deported to 
Potand. Haif the Jewish population, including preg- 
nant women, mothers with young children, disabled 
soldiers, and old people were packed into sealed 
wagons. A loaf of bread was handed to cach 
deportee to last the six-day journey. 

Jew-baiting in. Athens was not so severe and the 
Jews of the capffal did not have to wear the yellow 
badec 

Reports from Macedonia confirm that the anctent 
Jewish communities there have been submitted to 
violent treatment by the Bulgarians who are now in 
occupation of the district 

An order was issued last weck by the Chief of 
the Nazi police in Athens calling upon all Jews to 
register. Hetherto compulsory registration of Jews 
was not in force in territories previously occupied 
by the Ttalians 


NAZI LOOT RECOVERED 


Jewellery and money to the value of 2,000,000 
francs looted from Tunisian Jews by Nazis have 
been discovered by the police in a French. bank in 
Rabat, Morocco. As the Nazis were unable to send 
the loot to Germany they gave it to Arab quislings 
to deposit at the bank in Rabat with the idea of 
sending it to Germany, via Tangier. The police, 
however, unearthed the plot and “arrested the bank 
manager and three offictals who were also involved. 


ITALIAN MINISTER’S JEWISH WIFE | 


The Nazi radio, commenting on the refusal of 
Giuseppe Renzetti, the Italian Minister in Stock- 
holm, to side with Mussolini, stated that he had 
adhered to the Badoglio Government for private 
and not for political reasons. 

Renzetti as ftalian Consul-General and leader 
of the Fascio in Berlin before the advent of Hitler 


to power in January, 1933, entertained relations - 


with the National Socialist Party and also with oppo- 
sition groups in Germany, but his hope of being 
appointed Ambassador in Berlin in 1935 was not 
realised owing to the German Government's 
objection. 

Renzetti, the broadcast alleged, was a member of 
the Inter-Allied Commission in Upper Silesia during 
the Polish insurrection there. ‘While there, he 
made the acquaintance of, and subsequently 
married the sixteen-year-old daughter of the Rabbi 
of Gleiwitz, and this marriage was the reason why 
Renzetti did not obtain the coveted post of Am- 
bassador in Berlin. 

The National Fascist Governmtnt Radio, from 
Germany (in Italian for Htaly), declared: “ We 
prefer to see a Renzetti, the hunter of dowries and 
the servant of the Synagogue, in the opposite 
camp. 


The Chief Rabbis of Palestine, Dr. Isaac Herzog 
and Rabbi Benzion Usicl, have sent a letter to the 
Swedish Consul expressing “ Israel's deep gratitude 
and profound appreciation to the Swedish people 
and its magnanimous Government for the manner in 
— they have reacted to the plight of Danish 

ewry.”’ 

The Executive of the Jewish Agency and the Vaad 
Leumi have cabled to the Swedish Premier and to 
the Speaker of the Swedish Parliament, expressing 
thanks fou the humanitarian action taken by Sweden 
in the face of the tragedy of Danish Jewry. —

IN the course of an interview with the press this weck, 
the Minister of Information spoke with commendable 
distaste of the whole process of press censoring, which he 
described as a “ deplorable war-time necessity,” remarking 
that it will be a happy day both for the newspapers and 
for his Ministry when it is abolished. He was speaking 
principally about the process within Great Britain, where 
i is a voluntary one employed only to preserve security 

_, dnd where no restrictions are placed on the free expression 
of opinion. What would he have said, it may be wondered, 
of the kind of censorship that is practised in Palestine, 
where, on the flimsiest and most artificial pretexts, papers 
and periodicals are eviseerated or banned, reputable British 
newspapers from outside are confiscated—often merely 
for referring to a particular point of view which the Pales- 
tine Government officials do not like—news going into the 
country is ruthlessly controlled in the interests of the 
Administration's policy of the moment, and a heavy hand 
clamps down on correspondents’ outgoing messages tf they 
should venture to deviate from the opinions of, or reveal 
facts inconvenient for, the officials at Government House. 

The upshot of four years of stifling the elementary 
liberties of the press as regards Palestine is precisely what 
might have been expected. When, as sooner or later ts 

_ inevitable, the rottenness engendered by an immoral censor- 
ship systern reaches a sufficiently advanced condition, 
something, despite all cflorts, forces open the censorship 
“scab” a little. and thus sufficient of the stench and sight of

The vile disease of suspicion and distrust thrives amain 
in a land where censorship maintains if not continual 


darkness, then darkness relieved only by an occasional decep- 


tive twilight or the still more occasional and lurid flare from 
some such unscrupulous political undertakings as these arms 
trials—with their prosecutor (poor fellow!) provided with 
imstructions that might well have been contrived by Dr. 
Goebbels or by any fifth-rate Jew-baiter quisling from 
the political gutters of Europe! Yes; distrust thrives 
amain—and when an official lecturer to the Arabg is 


‘ instructed to change his successful line of address, no wonder 


that, beneath this night of censorship, the presumption arises 
that it was because this particular lecturer happened to have 
succeeded in arousing the heartiest of friendly feelings 
among the Arabs for the Jews. We may be sure this was not 
the reason. But how can one expect such suppositions to be 
prevented when the means of public communication, 
criticism, and discussion are muzzled, and the people out- 
side Palestine are not allowed to know anything—real 
security matters apart—that the Administration does not 
approve ? 

The state of affairs in Palestine is calculated to justify very 
erious anxiety~—but not basically on the grounds which the 
Administration are so anxious to prove, not on the grounds 
of possible Arab-Jewish clashes or of Jewish obstreperous- 
ness. The danger lies in the rottenness of any admuinistra- 
ion which carries on for years hidden from the public 
view. We Know and have abundant evidence’ how utterly 
corrupting is absolute power, and even limited power, un- 
checked by the healthy democratic practice of free public 
eXamination and criticism, can suffer perilous rot. The 
conditions in the Middle East, as elsewhere after the war, 
will require first-rate administrations staffed by men whose 
political integrity, idealism, and sincerity are as unques- 
tioned as their courage, energy, and ability. There will be 
nothing buf inevitable disaster if direction or administration 
of any kind ts left in the hands of those whom circumstances 
have enervated morally or who have been morally tried 
beyond the limits of their human frailty. A clean sweep 
must be made. But first of all the light must be. let in. 
No excuses of alleged “ considerations of security "-——the cry 
has worn utterly threadbare in this case-—and no “ passing 
of the buck " among three or four obliging authorities 
must be suffered to thwart the process. The immediate 
demand for Palestine must be in Goethe's words: “ More 
Light! 


SUCCOT 

Tue Festival of Succot which we celebrate this week is 
adorned with an exceptionally rich symbolism from which a 
host of profoundly valuable lessons, ethical, religious, and 
In these days, people often forget 
that most of the great moral truths and social institutions com- 
monly associated with the dominant faith are entirely Jewish 
in origin and often Jewish in spirit, too. It is of ‘interest, 
therefore, to recall that the ancient idea of Succot, with its 
expression of thankfulness to God on the ingathering of the 
harvest, was adopted only a century ago by the Christian con- 


' gregations in theig Harvest Festivals, in response, as some have 


said, to a natural religious reaction to the season and its gifts. 
The richer content of the idea of Succot is parallel to the more 
difficult if exalted destiny which attaches to the people charged 
with the upholding of God's Law. Hence the reminder at this 
season of the precarious position of man, so beautifully 
expressed by the flimsy structure of the Succah, and of man’s 
utter reliance upon God for real protection. Hence, too, the 
suggestion that even the stoutest stronghold that man can 
devise is less cover than a booth of lath and leaves if the arm 
of the Almighty shield him not. How applicable this line of 
thought is to-day needs no stressing when the majority of man- 
kind are suffering misery and want in an age when man is 
master of more of the natural wealth of this world than ever 


before—and all because of his failure to understand his real — 


dependence upon God and upon the observance of the Law 
He has given for man. The Succah and its lessons are thus 
seen to be, like all Jewish symbolism, eternally up to date. That 
their purport is not yet grasped by a barbarous World is the 
measure of the importance of the Jew; and this thought can be 


~ some-solace to him in the suffering which the glorious service 
of the Lord involves. 


“ THIS BOARD” 


Last week under this title we printed a long letter from 
Major Homa, in which he was at pains to show that the con- 
duct of the Spitalfields Great Synagogue, in their selection 
of himself and Professor Samson Wright to represent the con- 
gregation at the Deputies, had not, as centended by Mr. 
Levinson and Mr. Leo Elton, amounted to a gravely unconstitu- 
tional act. The legal argument i., of course, a matter of some 
importance and there seems little doubt in view of the state- 
ment of the Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee that this particular election was not in accordance 
with the Deputies’ constitution. But from the very beginning 
of the argument it was stressed from many quarters that this was 
in the nature of a test case. Some may remark that as such i 
was not well chosen by the challengers, seeing that there were 
a number of features—enumerated by Major Homa in his letter 
—which favoured this particular congregation. But the Com- 
munity should consider that many factors may have operated 
to cause the lot to fall upon that particular and highly respect- 
able Synagogue—not the least that a discussion of the whole 
position as regards the representative quality of a large number 
of Deputies could be conducted with less fear of impairing the 
good name of the Deputies itself if the test were made of an 
example generally so respectable and correct as the Machzike 
Hadass and its Deputies. 


THE CHINK IN THE ARMOUR 

But the greater and far graver implications involved in this 
test case remain just as important despite all that can and has 
been said for the actual case itself. And herein lies a serious 
danger. The fact is that a large number of the congregations 
sending Deputies have not elected them at all. In some cases 
there was a genuine ighorance that the mere “appointment ” 
of Deputies by the Executives or Presidents of Synagogues was 
unconstitutional and that something like an election by the 
members was required. But in many cases--soO many as to 
permit of the consequent “ management” of the Board by a 
small clique-—this flouting of the essence of democracy was 
deliberately used by those very people who were shouting in 
the name of democracy, so as to impose their will irrespective 
of the views of the people whom the Deputies purport to 
represent. Unfortunately, as it fell out, the only way by which 
a ray of light could be hrought to bear upon the whole 
wretched state of affairs was through the little chink im the 
armour of our would-be political bosses provided by the rela- 
tively innocent act of the Spitalfields Great Synagogue. When 
those who for \arious reasons wish to cover up the facts 
about the way that the Caucus supporters in Many cases 
obtained their seats:on the Board, they will point to. the 
test case with some such remark as that “the whole thing 
is a mere legal quibble.”. quoting Dr. Homa’s words in 
support. The Community must. be-on its guard against 
these tactics. It must intelligently grasp the fact that there is a 
wealth of difference between unconstitutional slackness inno- 
cently indulged and the exploitation of . unconstitutional — 
methods by persons bent on capturing the Board. It must 
appreciate that such slackness, deplorable @t all times, is 
pernicious and perilous when it is sought to turn the Board 
from an easy-going consultative body into a tightly dis- 
ciplined, party-ruled, politically activist “ parliament,” seeking 
to impose its will.on the Community, and to commit that Com- 
munity to this and that and the other on the strength of being 
representative in a parliamentary sense. | 


THE ONLY WAY OUT 

nus the position at present is that, with the little evidence 
provided by the test case, and with no aspersions on the havod 
of those involved m it, there is abundant ground for a 
searching and impartial investigation into the whole methods 
and practice of electing Deputies, to be followed by a full 
and public report thereon, together with recommendations for 
steps to put right immediately any glaring wrong. Until this 
is done the claim of the Deputies to represent Anglo-Jewry 
cannot stand. If certain elements desire to turn the Deputies 
into.a “power,” the Community has the plain duty for its. 
Own protection to see to it that that power is under its own 
control and not hable to fall into the hands of any skilful 
Operators of political jiggery-pokery who have the time and 
opportunity to “ catch” the Community in this way. This is a 
serious matter which may well affect the future of every Jew in 
this country.

_ All this amounts to a disease of anti-Catholicism comparable 
with the disease of anti-Semitism—though its character is some- 
what different. (Among other differences, Catholics never 
receive—and scarcely expect—the protection of the Siate and of 
sane public opimon which is aflerded in such full measure to 
the Jews. We may compare the indifference with which Wells’

of the Council of Manchester and 
Salford Jews, at the Yestwrun Hall last week, 
with Councillor A. Moss in the chair, Professor S$. 
Brodctsky discussed problems facing the Angio- 
Jew tsb Mr. Leonard Cohen reported 
on the progress of the Jewish Committee for Relic 
Abroad; and Councillor A. Moss announced that 
Mr. Nathanie! Jacobs would shortly take up the 

miment of Defence Officer and Sccrctary to the 
wana.

Professor Brodetsky said there were four main 
problems : Education, the post-war situation of the 
community in this country, the post-war policy of 
the Jewnssh people, and anti-Semitiom But 
apparently mowt people were not mtcrested in those 
four main problems, but rather in internal communal 
quarrek. Anti-Semitiom, the speaker, had 
infiltrated into the minds and mentality of peoples 
of all countries, not cxceptiiog Britam. “We can- 
not hope to convert Huler or Mosicy, bul we must 
tackle the problem of those muilions of our tcllow- 
CHtizens who are not anti-Semites, but have never- 
theless been caught in anti-Semitic thoughts and 
@eeds because of the things which happen in the 
world to-day.” 

Mr. Leonard Coben. speaki on the organisa- 
tion of relief abroad, said that of the 450 volunteers 
who had come forward to date only 200 were 
British. The small groups of volunteers from Man- 
chester had come mainly from two sources: Bachad 
and tHashomi WHatrair: the response from the 
Anglio-Jewish youth im Manchester had been 
negligibic. As only British voluntecrs would be

JEWISH VOLUNTARY 
SCHOOLS 


The Government Proposals 
By The Rev. Dr. L. W. SLOTKL 


The recent White Paper on educational reconstruc- 
tion, Cmd. 6458, which 1 was ivileged to 
review im these columns on August last, devotes 
no less than a sixth of its space tothe question of 
the voluntary, or non-provided schools, of which 
there were in 1902 as many as 14,275 (as against 
5.875 board schools) and in 1938 no less than 10,55 
(as compared with 10,363 council schools). : 

Though the number of the non-provided alwa 
exceeded that of the board and council schools, t 
average attendance im the former in 1938 was only 
1,374,000 while in the latter it was as high as 
3,151,000, so that the non-provided schools catered 
for no more than thirty per cent. of the clementaty 
school population. 

Prior to 3870 all schools in the eountry were 
voluntary, and the State only made certain contribu- 


' tions towards their upkeep. By an Act of Parliament 


assed in 1870 elective school boards were brought into 

ing ».ose function was the provision and mainten- 
ance of schools for children out of public funds. 
These became known as “board schools” and had a 
run of 32 years, in the course of which they steadily 
improved in educational, staffing, and hygienic 
conditions, while the voluntary schools, being handi- 
capped by the limitation of their financjal resources, 
‘the rising cost of maintenance, and the lengthening 
of school life, found it increasingly difficult to keep 
up with the rising standards 

“ Council Schools ” 

When the school boards were abolished by the 
Balfour Act, 1902, their powers were transferred to 
the local education authorities, or the county, city, 
and borough cowncils, and the schools popularly 
assumed the name of “council schools.” Under 
their new name as under the old these schools con- 
tinued to enjoy all the advantages money could 
procure, and the Government felt that the time had 
arrived when some measure of relief ought to be 
provided for the voluntary schools if they were to 
be saved from being crushed under their heavy 
burdens 

Provision was accordingly made in the Act. men- 
tioned for the entire cost of mamtaining the voluntary 
schools, apart from that of repairs and improvements 
to buildings, to be taken over by the local. education 
authorities. 

In return for this support the control of the 


voluntary schools was shared. between the managers | 


of the schools and the local education authoritics. 
Though the latter paid the salaries the appointment 
of the teachers was left in the hands of the managers, 
and while the control of all secular instruction passed 
over to the local education authorities they had no 
general power to. alter, for example, the organisation 
of any voluntary school or to turn a school for 
children of all ages into one for juniors or seniors 
only. 

The divided control consequently led to endicss 
disputes resulting in the retardation of educational 

rogress and a waste of time and energy that could 
have been spent to much better purpose. 

One of the most serious objections to the voluntary 
schools was and still is the unsatisfactory conditions 
of their buildings. Nearly 90 per cent. of them date 
from 1902 or earlier, and it is generally beyond the 
means of managers to find unaided the capital ex- 
penditure necded for keeping their schools abreast 
of educational requirements and aspirations and 
modern standards of hygienc. 

The seriousness of the position is emphasised 6 
the black list of schools, published in 1925, on whic 
appear no less than 541 voluntary schools‘in a total 
of 753. The present number is assumed to be much 
higher. In March, 1939, 62 per cent. of the children 
of 11 years of age and over attending council schools 
enjoyed the advantages of specially organised senior 
schools or departments but the corresponding figure 
for the voluntary schools was only 16 per cent. 

Excessive Financial Burdens . 

If the managers of the non-provided schools are 
still deturvebial to carry on with their schools, the 
present White Paper contends, they would be re- 
quired to shoulder burdens much in excess of their 
capacity. Their senior schools will be unable to 
conform to the policy of equal standards in all forms 
of secondary education while the expected moderni- 
sation or replacement of much of the non-provided 
school accommodation for junior and infant children 


would face them with a financial problem no less” 


urgent. This is a problem, the White Paper points 
out, “which they have shown themseives quite 


unable to meet im recent years and which they are - 


less than ever likely to be able to meet after the war.” 
In order to solve the difficulties mentioned and 
many others for which space is not here available 
the Government offers to the managers of all non- 
provided schools the following two alternatives. 


Alternative A. All financial obligations will pass 

to the local education authority, and also the power 
of appointing and dismissing teachers (subject to 
the right of the managers to be consulted as to the 
appointment of the head teacher and to the right 
of foundation managers to be satisfied as to the 
appointment of reserved teachers within the mits 
to be prescribed). Reserved teachers will give 
denominational instruction for not more than, 
two periods a week to those children whose parents 
desire it. All other religious instruction will be in 
accordance with an agreed syllabus. Schools, the 
managers of which elect for this alternative, will 
be termed “controlled schools.” 
_ Alternative B. Wf the managers are able and 
willing to meet half the cost of alterations, improve- 
ments, and external repairs, the remaining half 
will be met by a direct grant from the Exchequer. 
The power and duties of men pe in regard to 
the appointment apd dismissal of teachers and the 
giving of denomfhational instruction will remain 
substantially unaltered and the instruction will 
continue to be given as at ptesent, subject to the 
right of parents to have their children given 
syllabus instruction. Schools falling in this 
category will be known as “aided schools.” 


All these provisions apply mutatis mutandis to the 
Jewish non-provided schools, of which this country 


has no more than 12, and 4 of which are situated 
in Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, and Hull

of the same curriculum. The opponents submit that 
the Jewish atmosphere common to such schools does 
not satisfy the Jewish orthodoxy, that the standard 
of the Hebrew and religion is rather low and that 
most of the boys and many of the girls in these 
schools do in fact attend in addition the Talmeod 


Torah, Synagogue, or other Hebrew classes ; and. 


as to religious holidays, even council schools with a 
considerable number of Jewish children enjoy the 
same privilege. Above ‘all, it is urged, only con 
paratively small numbers attend these schools, the 
overwhelming majority of Jewish children being in 
attendance in the council schools. Furthermore, it 
is contended, there should be no segregation of 
Jewish children in the field of secular education and 
other school activities in a country where on growing 
gg would have to live and work together with 
their fellow-citizens of the other denominations 
Steep. Decline in Nombers 

Some idea of the attitude of the average parent to 
the Jewish, non-provided schools may perhaps be 
gained from the following figures: The numbers of 
children attending the London Jewish non-provided 
schools were 3. im 1932, 3,759 in 1933. 3.598 in 
1934, 3,460 in 1935, 3,361 in 1936. 3.170 in 1937. and 


3,026 in 1938, a total decline of 878 in seven years. 


If these figures are compared with those of 1911 when 
the numbers were 7,416 the drop amounts to 4,390. 
The decline in the birth-rate must not, of course, be 
overlooked. 

Be this as it may, lam in a position to state that 
the managers of most of the Jewish non-provided 
schools have decided to carry on with their schools 
or at least with as many of them as possible, and that 
they feel that alternative A would largely deprive the 
schools of their denominational character. They 
intend, therefore, to opt for alternative B and are 
prepared to shoulder, probably. by united effort, 
the financial responsibilities involved.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
The Consecration ot Joy 


“And ye shall rejoice before the Lord your 
God seven days.” — Leviticus xxiii, 40.) 


ACH of the three great Festivals in the Jewish 

year strikes a distinctive note. Passover, called 

m. the liturgy “ the season of our freedom,” 1s 
the Feast of Liberty Shavuot, traditionally “ the 
season of the giving of our Torah,” is the Feast of 
Revelation. Succot, which we are now observing, 
described as “ the season of our ,ladness,” is ‘the 
Feast of Joy. In connection with it alone the Bible 
commands, “Ye shall rejoice. 

By its very nature Succot was a happy time for 
the people when they lived on their land and 
reaped the produce of the soil. It was the period 
of harvesting, when the farmer was made happy by 
the sight of the fruits of his labour. The anxious 
months of ripening were past, the corn was stacked 
im the barns, and the heart, rebeved of care, was 
at case. Consequently, we find that everywhere the 
conclusion of the harvest was.a time of jollification 
and holiday-making. Why, then, were the Israclites 
commanded to rejoice for seven days? They would 
certamly have done to without the inducement of a 
Divine ordinance. So what is the reason that in 
connection with Succot, but no other Festival, it 
was deemed necessary to give the community this 
exhortation? The answer is to be discovered in 
the phrase, “ before the Lord your God,” which 
has a dtep significance. 

We know from ancient records what “ rejoicing,” 
particularly in celebration of the harvest, meant in 
past ages. Usually it consisted in unbridied lence, 
brutish indulgence, and the wildest revelries. The 
festrvals of pagan peoples were characterised by 
debauchery and orgies. They were seasons of 
degradation because the manner of their observance 
appealed to the animal appetites of men and women. 


Nor is that true only of the past. Even in the 


present, an occasion of the year which is supposed 
to have solemn religious associations ior our neigh- 
bours, ts widely kept as nothing more than 4 time 
of over-cating and excessive drinking. 


r the light of these facts we see that whereas there 
was no need to command the Israclites to rejorce 
on their harvest Festival, there was good reason 
for exhorting them that their rejoicing should be 
“before the Lord.” Very many centuries later 
Mammnonnies felt the necessity to utter the warning to 
his coreligion:sts, “ When a man eats and drinks and 
rejowes on a Festival, he ts not to indulge mamoder- 
ately in wine and levity, saying that to imcrease m 
these things is to increase im the fulfilment of the 
command to rejoice. . Drunkenness and undue 
joviality are not rejoicing, but ‘ madness and folly.’ 
It was not for this we were commanded, but for 
that rejoicing in which there is the service of the 
Creator.” 

Two practical lessons are to be derived from the 
text. First. they are omstaken who regard religion 
as the enemy of joy. There is no warrant in 
Judaism for the attttude of the English Purtians of 
the 17th century who denotinced all merriment as 
sinful and happiness as irreligious. In the Bibdic 
the service of God is associated with joy. ” Serve 
the Lord with gladness,” sang the Psalmist. In the 
Talmud we find the declaration, “ In the presence 
of the Holy One, blessed be He, there must be no 
sadness.” In more modern times, the Baal Shem, 
founder of Chassidism, placed. Simcha, “ cheerful- 
ness," as the second of the three cardimal features 
_ Of the truly religious life. Judaism is emphatic in 
teaching that God takes no delight in a dowr face 
and a sour disposition. He wants His creatures to 
be happy and experience joy in living; but i. must 
be joy of the right kind which elevates and docs 
not debase human nature. “ The precepts of the 
Lord are right, making the heart joyful.” is a 
doctrine winch colours the Jewish outlook, and 
affirms that refigion forbids only what we are 
better without. 


HE second lesson is explicitly mentioned in the 
law of Succot as given in Deutcronomy xvi., 14, 
where it is stated, “And thou shalt rejoice in thy 
feast, thou and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Levite, 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow.’ 
Once again there is stress on rejoicing, but it was 
not to consist in selfish indulgence. Others, 
especially thase in néed of support, were to be 
allowed to share in it. On this point also Maimonides 
has a fine passage, “ When a man eats and drinks 
on the Festival, he ts under the. obligation to feed 
the stranger, the orphan. and the widow, together 
with the other destitute poor. But if he locks the 
door of his court and eats and drinks in the company 
of his wife and children, without providing for the 
poor and distressed, that is not ‘the joy of the 
commandment,” but the joy of his stomach. 
Reionwing of this kind is a disgrace ‘o such people.” 
On the three Festivals, when they made the 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem, the Israelites were further 
exhorted, “ And they shall not appear before the 
Lord empty.” The comment of the Rabbis is terse 
and pointed—empty of charity. And so it became 
a feature of Jewish life to mark the advent of the 
Holy-days and ail oécasions of domestic happiness 
by charitable acts. Joy was thereby hallowed and 
coriverted ‘into an ennobling force in human life. 
This precious trait in the Jewish character, directly 
_ inspired by Judaism, must not be allowed to weaken. 
It is good for, us to be reminded on this Festival 
that, when we have cause to rejoice, the proper way 
to do so is * before the Lord.”

THE REFUGEES 


FIRST LISBON REFUGEES IN 
PALESTINE 


A group of 31 Jewish refugees has arrived in 
Palestine from Lisbon, after a long and eventful 
voyage. Many had to cross four frontiers before 
they reached Portugal, having wandered through 
Belgium, France, and Spain. 

One refugee stated that he left Beigium on August 
26, 1942. when the deportation of Jews from Beignam 
started. He crossed into France, and was detained 
in a concentration camp near Gurs. He escaped, 
together with nine other prisoners, and was hidden 
for tour days in a church by a German priest. He 
then went to Spain, where he was again interned 
in a concentration camp from which he was liberated 
through the intervention of the Joint Distrihution 
Committee, which assumed responsibifity for the 
refugees’ care. 


A National Union of Austrian Students has been 
established in this country with a membership of 60, 
almost all of whom are Jews, The Union tssues a 
butietin, and among its objects are the fostering of 
closer relations with British and Allied students’ 
organisations.

RRIGINALLY, our ancestors earned their living 
on the land, as our Chalutzim ace doing now, 
so you can readily see that the three main 

festivals came to be connected with the harvest: 
Passover was the time of the barley harvest, Shatuot 
the corn, and this festival of Succet, which we are 
now. celebrating, was the time of the ingathering of 
fruit, when the work of the year was over. 

We might perhaps call Succot a Ptant festival, 
because we make use of four different kinds during 
the service and especially during the singing of the 
Halici. - First of all, let us look at the golden etrog, 
which ts not only beautiful to see but ts also pleasant 
to smell. Buying etrogim has not always been easy. 
in 1744 the Empress Maria Teresa demanded 40,000 
florins from the Jews of Bohemia for the right to 
import them. Until 1891, etrogim.in England were 
brought from Corfu, but since then they have come 
from our own settlements in Eretz Yisrael. It is

The stately lulab, which bears dates even in the 
desert, is like a dignified person who bestows the 
kindly fruits of his thought on others. According to 
Tanhuma, the verse from the Shabbat psalm, “ the 
righteous shall flourish like the palm-iree,”’ means 
that, just as the paim-tree can be seen from a dis- 
tance, towering above other trees, so will a righteous 
man be known from afar Everything that grows 
on the palm-tree can be of use. Its dates are food, 
its leaves provide lulabim for Succot, its fibre can 
be turned into rope, and its strong wood is used for 
beams in houses. 

The fragrant hadassim (myrtle) has many branches

Shabbat. A legend says that throughout Shabbat the 
fire of hell ceases to burn, but as soon as Havdalah 
is made. it starts again and the sweet smell of the 


myrtle prevents its evil odour from reaching the 
earth. The myrtle tree is native to Babylon. It was 
used,to decorate the house at a wedding and a 


speci! dance was performed with the waving o! 
myrtle branches. The bridegroom often wore a: 
garland of myrtle intermingled with roses 

The fourth plant, the willows of the brook, were 
the “ poor relations " among the plants, because 
they had neither beauty nor scent: Many varieties 
of willow are to be found in Palestine. We use thie 
kind found near the brooks. 

The palm, myrtle, and willow are bound together 
with a piece of palm fibre and held in the right 
hand, the etrog, in. the left hand, touching them 
so that the four kinds form a unity, like the brother- 
hood of Israel.

Our contributor rebuts certain 
views on the question of parents’ 
“sacrifices” for their offspring 


ITH impending reforms in the whole cduca- 
tional system of this country, the question 
whether parents should deny themselves any 

little extra comforts they have the means to acquire 
in order to give their children a good education may 
very well become academic. But the basic principle 
of parental sacrifice for the well-being of the children 
is Dy Mo means solved even when, as.is devoutly 
to be hoped. every child receives as a right the 
education he 1s fitted to assimilate, because the child's 
ability to learn, his character, and his mentality are 
still to a great extént the product of his parents’ 
care and love. in so far as these are satisfactory he 
will benefit by the enlightened opportunities pro- 


posed for him after the war. 


In a recent Brains Trust sessiédn this question 
was discussed and an imteresting metaphor was 
offered by Dr. Joad, He deplored the need for 
parents to deny theniselves in order that their 
children might receive, im this specific case, a 
University education, and he dubbed the whole pro- 
cess one of “jam to-morrow,” likening i to a 
species of orange which is so full of pips and promise 
of future orange fertility as to be devoid of puice 
and therefore of pleasurable content. 

But this would only be the complete story if 
educational facilities were the sole necessity for 
children. Obviously the right kind of instruction, 
trarmng, and education are vitally important to 
ever) child, but Parents are not ftkely to become 

juicy * automatically, in contradistinction to the 
less attractive pippiness - just as soon as this 
question of educational opportunity is settled on 
progressive lines. 

Every mother knows that from the moment her 
first babe 1s born, her life ceases to gravitate round 
her own personality and begins insicad to centre on 
her child. His needs take precedence from the hour 
of his birth over her own comfort, her inchnations. 
and her desires; that is the meaning of parenthood, 
ind im so far as parents jointly shoulder it. that is 
the. measure of theis Standard of 
they refuse it, negiect it, 07 
their chi will have been denied

The Special Parade at Aldershot 


Aldershot is the only garrison town possessing 4 
“ War Department ” Synagogue, which has served 
Jewish troops for very many years. But probably 
never before (writes a correspondent) have Jewrsh 
troops, both British and Allied, been so weil pro- 
vided with hospitality—or been so numerous in therr 
attendance at the services—as they have been during 
these Hoty-days. The special hospitality provided 
was rum on strictly kasher lines, with the use of 
brand-new dishes and cutlery 

The services, which were held at the Garrison 
Cinema. by kind permission of the G.O.C. Aldershot 
Command. were conducted by the Rev. Arthur 
Baroctt. C.F. On| Yom Kippur, he was assisted by 
Mr. Sam.

On 
Rosh Hashana, the congregation, numbeting about 
400 soldiers, paraded under the command of 
Canadian officers and marched to the Smith-Doricn 
(Methodist!
